“ W ith reference to ne ___ 
there was no evidence that atty of 
the em ployes were permitted

that any of the inmates were mis­ 
treated or abused. 
"With reference, to drunkenness, 
various w itnesses testified to see­ 
ing John N eill intoxicated three, 
four and five years ago, and oho 
w itness to seeing him Intoxicated 
on one occasion . within the leat 
year. 
A close examination o f the 
testimony of these w itnesses dis­ 
closed that they could not testify 
to such facts with certainty and 
several were 
discredited so that 
their testimony could not be ac­ 
cepted or believed. 
“Concerning immorality, one wit­ 
ness, Nellie Merwln Crubaugh tes­ 
tified to various immoral acts on 
the part of John P. Nelli, and im­ 
proper actions on the part o f Mrs. 
Neill, but many reputable persons 
testified that she was untruthful, 
unreliable and could not be believ­ 
ed under oath, and this board is 
unable to place any reliance on her 
testimony. 
No Cause for Removal.

“Other charges contained in the 
petition were not substantiated and 
the outstanding features 
of 
the 
charge is the fact that practically 
all of th© alleged occurrences and 
acts occurred four or five 
years 
ago, and were not disclosed by the 
parties until sought out by persons 
Initiating the petition, who, in testi­ 
mony before the board, stated that 
they had taken the petition to va­ 
rious signers, but bad not signed 
the petition them selves. 
“The testimony of the attending 
physician and a nurse and other 
witnesses satisfied Hie board that 
the inm ates have been receiving 
proper care and attention. That the 
food has been plentiful and of good 
quality, and that the requirements 
and welfare of the inmates is at­ 
tended to by the 
superintendent 
and matron in a very satisfactory 
manner. 
^ ‘O ther evidence indicated" that 
the hom e property and farm were 
receiving careful attention and su­ 
pervision from the superintendent.

All of the high spots in the vol­ 
uminous tariff bill are coming up 
j for final votes In the closing hours 
of the six months debate. On the 
first of these final roll calla yes­

senate agreed to in- 
'crease the tariff on Cuban sugar 
[from 1.76 cents a pound to two 
Joenta, 
The sugar Increase was voted, 
17 to 39. Previously the senate had 
voted 48 to 38 against an increase 
to 2.20 cents a pound. There were 
charges of a "trade” among sena­ 
tors interested 
in sugar, lumber 
ami oil duties hut this was stonily 
denied. 
Second roll calls are to come i** i 
the attempts to take lumber ami 
cement off the free list; to retain 
the duly on brick; to give a tariff 
[lo hides, leat lier and shoes, and on 
a multitude of other controversal 
rates. 
Most of these were settled 
by narrow margins before. 
The coalition Iihs been successful 
in almost every m ajor contest in 
the tariff battle. 
There were reports that recon­ 
sideration of yesterday's vote on 
the sugar tariff would be sought 
hut there was little expectation of 
upsetting the decisive margin of 
this roll call. 
The hest chance of another upset 
Is seen in the lumber vote. Sena 
tors from the far northwest states 
who have been waging an earnest 
drive to get protection for lumber 
are considering a modification of 
their proposal. They first advocat­ 
ed $3 per thousand hoard feet. This 
was reduced to $2 and on the roll 
call was rejected. 39 to 34. It is 
possible that a $1.50 rate w ill be 
offered in the final effort for the 
lumber duty.
